after picking, fermentation tends to set in,. 
causing the oil to become rancid. One method 
of storing is to spread the olives out one layer 
thick on tables, but the results are not entirely 
satisfactory, and if left more than eight or ten 
days the olives deteriorate, Another method 
is to keep the olives in water, the water being 
constantly renewed. This entails some loss of 
oil. Better results seem to be obtained in 
Algeria by patting them into boiling water. 
Another method is to put the olives into tabs 
and crash them until the surface is covered 
with a coating of oil which serves to protect 
the olives beneath. Another method consists 
in salting the olives and drawing off the brine. 
They can be kept in that way fora month, but 
not more. The method recommended as probably 
the best consists in salting. aod leaving the 
olives bathed in the brine, in which they may 
be kept for five months. There is an apparent 
loes of some of the oil, about 9 per cent. being 
drawn off by the salt. This oil, however, is 
recoverable from the brine, and is of fairly 
good qnality. Oil extracted from stored frait 
is stated never to be so good ss that extracted 
from fresh frait. 

After being picked, and provided that they 
are uninjared, the olives may be allowed to 
remain up to eight days in a cool place, as a 
little keeping facilitates extraction of the oil, 

Broken fruit, leaves, and débris should be 
removed by sifting, and olives oovered with 
earth should be washed. There are several 
diffarent kinds of miils. Those situated on 
rivers are usually worked by water power, 
other large mills by steam, and small mills by 
horse ot hand power. There are over four 
thousand mills in Algeria, of which over two 
thousand are in the Bougie district. A mill of 
a usual type consists of a heavy vertical 
grindstone revolving.above a horizontal stone 
table, Instead of using a mill, small calti- 
vators often use a simple press not anlike 
that used in making cider, 

The next operation is expression. Presses of 
various kinds are in use, differing considerably 
in power. The chief defect of many of them is 
that they are not sufficiently powerful to 
extract a reasonable proportion of the oil, 
Modern presses may be seen at work in the 
South of France, in Tanis and Portagal, 
and particularly at Bari in Italy. The oil |’ 
can be expressed more readily in warm than 
in cold weather. [a oold weather hot water 
is sometimes mixed-with the. pulp to raise 
its temperatare, bat it is better not to hee 
water for that purpose, and instead to gently 
warm the utensils and apparatus, taking care 
to avoid excessive heat. 

Palp kept cool yields a smaller quantity of 
oil, bat the oil is of better quality. The pres- 
sure must be under con‘rol, so that it may be 
regulated and gradually increased. Excessive 
pressure increases the quantity at the expense 
of the quality. Light pressure should be 
sppplied to extract the “virgin oil,” which 
comes out of the pulp firat, and sabsequently 
stronger pressure to extract “common oil.” 
More oil can be extracted by injecting steam 
and applying still stronger pressure; os a 
role this, the third quality of oil, is ovly fit 
for use as “industrial oil.” 

On emerging from the press, the oily liquid 
contains débris and substances other than oil 
in saspsnsion. ‘The débcis can be ateained off. 


operate in working a factory in common ; bot 
most of them still prefer to go on working thei 
own little “oileries.” 

In connection with the development of the 
olive-oil industry in British Colonies, a manual 
recently written by M. Dagast, and published. 
by Gauthier-Villars of Paris, dealing with olive 
cultivation as practised in the countries of 
southern Europe and Africa, is of importance, 

The weight and form of the froits furnigh a 
means by which cultivators are acouatomed. to 
distinguish varieties. Probably the greatest 
extremes are on the one hand the amall wild 
olive, andon the other the large Seville olive, 
the pulp of the latter being very thick, and 
the weight of the fruit often more than ten 
times the weight of the fruit of the wild plant. 
Of the Algerian olives, the ‘‘Mizrana” is light 
and the “Limi” heavy. lo Tanis the “Chemlal’ 
ie light and the “Zarassi’ hesvy. Differences 
of weight are usually attributable to the pa!p, 
the stones varying only within narrow limits. 
The hard stone encloses an oleaginons kernel : 
the average weight of the stone is approx'm- 
ately ten times that of the kernel. In the 
“Saheli”, ‘“Picholine,” and “Limi” varieties, 
the weight of the palp is about ten times the 
weight of the atone : in the ' Ssial,” “Carniale,” 
“Ogliarola,” “Celina,” and “Racciopa” abont 
five times ; and in the “Azemour d’Azsffyan"” 
and “Little Chemlal”. there is about as much 
stone 84 pulp, 

As regards form, some olives, such as the 
Manzanills,” one of the most widely-culti vated 
varieties in Spain, are almost spherical ; bat 
the majority, inclading the “Limi,” which 
comes from Tiemoen in Algeria, aro oblong ; 
while a few are long and narrow, The "Fort 
National,” cna of the latter group, is pointed. 
In some varieties the surface of the stone is 
smooth, in others ragose. In-all: the palp, even 
when fully ripe, adheres closely. to the stone, 
the residue and oil-cake made from it being 
consequently rich in oil. 

Little is known as to the physiological 
processes occuring in the interior of the fruit 
and leaves, the principal result of these 
processes being the accum®lation ofoil. ‘The 
fruit matures slowly, taking about ten months 
to ripen. When unripe it contains chlorophyll, 
tannin, and abundance of starch ; as it ripens, 
chloropbyll and carbobydrates disappear, and 
oil gradually accumulates in the form of oil: 
drops in the cel!s*of the karnel and the polp,

portion of unsatarated acids in the oil decreases 
and that of astarated acida_increases during 
ripening, so that oil yielded by immature 
olives contains comparatively little solid fat, 
In diseased and injored olives the pro- 
portion of solid fat is higher. Ocher things 
being equal, the quantity of oil is highe 
in the pulpy varieties than in those with 
large stones. Among matare olives of eqnal 
size, the lightest in weight are the richest i: 
oil. The proportion of free avid ia the fruit is 
lowest at the time of complete maturity, an 
that from healthy froits very little free acid 
geta into the extracted oil. Free acid is more 
liable to sppear in oil derived from diseased, 
unripe, or over-ripe fraite. 

Soil is known to have a marke inflisace 
upon both quantity and qoality of the oil. 
Olive groves on marly, granitic or calcareous 
land prodoce a finer and moro flaid oil than 
those on heavy clay or rich bamid soils of avy 
kind. The deorepit treas on arid rooky places 
bear olives rich in fine oil. 

The proportion of oi! in the frait yaries from 
1 to 9 per cant. in tho case of tha wild olive in 
the fresh state, and from 21 to 28 per cont. in 
the dry state. Decision as to whether it is best 
to extract the oil or to use the olives to 
make s preserve, largely depends upon the 
variety. Tho “Verdale” variety is usefal os 
a preserve, but yields an cil of inferior qua- 
lity. The “White Caillet,” on the contrary, 
makes an indifferent preserve, bat yields a 
good oil, The “Picholine” and “Lacey” are 
used for preserves a3 wall as for oil. Asa 
general rule the mediam-sized varieties sre 
best for both purpose’. The “Cordovil” olive 
of Portngal and Spain is of moderate weight 
and in the dry state contains oil to the amount 
of from 40 to 50 per cent. The variety most 
widely cultivated in Portagal is the “Gal- 
Jega,” which is of light weight, and con- 
tains 40 per cent. of oil. In France 
the “Pigalle” generally contains more oil than 
the “Argental,” in Tanis the “Hobb Reguerig” 
more ‘than the ‘“Djeheli,” in Algeris the 
“Garel” more than the “Beksi.” Allowance 
most always be made for differences of locality, 
which often considerably modify the yield,
